Abu Hassan, the code-name 
of All WflMn n SaJameh. died 
with, four of his bodyguards 
and several passers-by when a 
remote-controlled bomb in a 
parked car exploded as they 
drove pash 

The dead included a 34- 
year-old British secretary Su- 
san Wareham, who was only 
100 meters from her home 
when she died, British officials 
said Tuesday. 

Hie debonair, 37-year-old 
Abu Hassan was said by Bei- 
rut newspapers to have been 
Israel’s most wanted man fol- 
lowing the Munich attack. 

Although . he was head of 
Fateh’s special operations 
group, the Palestinians denied 
that he was involved in the 
killings- 

Wafa Monday blamed the 

assassination on Israel and 
“allied groups” -— ah apparent 
reference to right-wing Leba- 
nese militias who receive cru- 
cial support from Israel, par- 
ticularly in en^ ^cdcd -soothern 
Lebanon. 

Bet lightening Lebanese 
politicians rapidly issued state- 
ments condemning the killing 
and prai*ipg Abu Hassan as 
au honest leader. 

There were widespread fears 
in Beirut that the assassination 
would inflame the already ten- 
se situation, particularly if the 
Palestinians retaliated. Jst was 
also feared that Abu Hassan's 
luffing ooukl be the start of a 
series of attempts on the lives 
of Palestinian leaders.

Khomeini aides 
have .laughed off any notion 
that the exiled leader could 
face opposition in Tran', where 
they claim he is universally 
revered. 

But in reaction to reports 
from Tehran of violence by 
pro-Shah groups opposed to 
Khomeini, his chief aide 
Ibrahim Yazdi said, “well you 
know, it is a critical stage of 
our struggle.” 

He said earlier plans to fly 
the 78-year-old • Khomeini, 
home by Iran Air had run into 
difficulties “from officials in 
Iran.” and discussions were 
underway with Air France. 

But when asked if there was 
a chance Khomeini's return 


would be delayed beyond Fri- 
day he replied: “no." 

Underscoring the alleged 
threats to Khomeini. French 
police sharpened thejr guard 
over him. Visitors had to 
undergo body searches, and 
the number of gendarmes 
around the suburban Paris 
bouse where Khomeini lives 
in exile was doubled to about 
a dozen. 

Yazdi also said Khomeini 
will neves cooperate with 
Iran’s Communist Tudeh Par- 


ty because it is the party of 
“treason.’ 

Yazdi shrugged off press 
reports that Tudeh Party offi- 
cials say their own Marxist 
program and Khomeini’s Is- 
lamic program are so similar 
that adherents of both can and 
should work together. 

"We’ve never cooperated 
with the Ttideh Party and we 
shall never cooperate with 
them,” Yazdi told reporters.

The conference decided to 
retain the existing 15-man 
committee, which is dominated 
by PLO chairman Yasser Ara- 
fat's Fateh organization, to the 
anger of the smaller but more 
radical groups.

Arabia's industrialization pro- 
gram moved, a step closer to 
I nation Tuesday when tbs 
board of directors of the Saudi 
Arabian Basic industries Cor- 
poration gave its approval Cor 
the construction of a $300 mit 
Uoq steel plant at Jubaii. 

The SABIC board, chaired 
by Minister of Industry and 
Electricity Dr. Ghazi Aigosaibi, 
directed that construction of 
rbe mill should begin within 
six months. 

The mill is an integral part 
of the Kingdom's new indus- 
trial city planned at JubaiL U 
will be the first ore-processing 
plant in the country and is set 
to produce 850,000 metric tons 
of steel concrete reinforcing 
bars for the Saudi construction 
industry. 

Negotiations, studies and 
construction bids for the mill 
have been under analysis since 
1975, but it was not until Tues- 
day's SABIC meeting that fee 
final hurdle was cleared. 

Sultan to open

U.S. to raise military aid to Thais 



WASHINGTON, Jan. 23 lR) 
— The United States wiU in- 
crease its military assistance to 
Thailand following the Viet- 
namese-led insurgency in Cam- 
bodia. 

State Department spokes- 
man Hodding Carter said the 
United States had decided to 
make what he called a small in- 
crease to the $24 millio n nu&- 
tary assistance program already 
approved for Thailand in the 
fiscal year which ends Sept. 30. 

President Carter said last 
Wednesday he was “very inter 
ested in seeing the integrity of 
Thailand protected." 

He also said that the United 


States had warned the Soviet 
Union and Vietnam about the 
effect of the fighting on Thai- 
land 

The exact size of the increase 
was not disclosed 

But the Cambodian fighting 
continues. In Bangkok Tuesday 
informed sources said troops 
loyal to Prime- Minister Pol 
Pot have launched attacks on 
Vietnamese and rebel forces 
around several major towns. 

They said they believed there 
was fighting around Takhraau, 
only 12 kilometers from Phnom 
Penh. 

But some of the sources said 
that the level of fighting appear- 


ed to be dropping. 

They said there were signs 
that Khmer Rouge units were 
breaking down into smaller 
units to carry out guerrilla har- 
assment of the forces that cap- 
tured almost all vital points in 
the country in less than a 
month.

East German agent escaped 
because of careless detective

suspected Communist spy es- 
caped from police custody be- 
cause a detective broke regula- 
tions by failing to handcuff 
him, the government; says. 

East German 
Reiner Fuelle, jumped freto a 
police car taking him to jail 
Sunday and got away when fhn 
accompanying detective slipped 
on the icy road. 

An Interior Ministry official 
said that although the detective 
was experienced he broke a 
second regulation hy escorting 
the suspect single-handed. 

Fuelle, who worked in the 
West German Nuclear Research 
Center in Karlsruhe, was one 
of five suspected agents round- 
ed up after an East German 
intelligence official fled tn the 
West at the weekend and gave 
away their names. 

Wormed sources in West 
Berlin said the defector was a 
double agent. 

The prosecutor-general’s of- 
fice said Monday the five ar- 
rested included physicist Alfred 


Bahr, 58, Prof. Karl Haufife, 
65, machinery construction en- 
gineer Gunter Sanger, 32, and 
businessman Gerhard Arnold, 
43. 

Prosecutor Kurt Rebmann 
said all are accused of indus- 
trial and economic espionage. 

The prosecutor said the busi-

-HELSINKI, Jan. 23 (AJP>- 
A be ut 30 old people were fear- 
ed dead eariy, Tuesday when 
an old people's home was ra- 
vaged by fire at. Virrat, about 
400 kilometers northwest of 
here, Finnish radio reported. 

The fire hit the old wooden 
bidding in the early morning, 
when its inhabitants were 
asleep. It was not brought 
under control for some horns. 

Authorities bad no early 
dues what caused the blaze. ■ 
The fire chief at Virrat said 
there were between 30 and 
50 old people steeping in the 


home when the fire started and 
spread, rapidly. 

“We do not have a clear 
picture of the number of cas- 
ualties yd, but I'm afraid at 
least 30 have died,'' he said. 

Most victims were found in 
the ward for chronically iH. 
the fire chief said. 

At least 15 old men and 
women were apparently able 
to get out of the budding, but 
all suffered bums. 

He said the fire may have 
started in the boiler room, 
which was also used as a 
smoking room. 


At a stormy meeting later 
when Amin was confronted by 
the plotters — -who still carried 
Oheir arms — they accused him 
of plunging the country into 
dm os, the sources' said. 

They admitted therr plan. to 
remove him.

The sources also said there 
had been explosions in Kam- 
pala aimed at destroying vital 
installations and one blast had 
damaged Uganda’s radio net- 
work. 

Radio monitoring services in 
Nairobi said Uganda’s short- 
wave sendee resumed Monday 
after being off the air for two 
days. 

Ugandan exile sources said 


at the weekend that tight secu- 
rity precautions had been in- 
troduced throughout the coun- 
try after two appeals from de- 
posed President Milton Obote, 
for a rebellion to unseat Amin. 

Obote lives in exile in Tan- 
zania. 

Next Thursday is the eighth 
anniversary of ihe military 
coup in which he was ousted 
by Amin.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23 
(AP) — The U.S. Central In- 
telligence Agency estimates 
the Soviet Union spent the 
equivalent of $146 biUion for 
defense last year, 45 per cent 
more than the United States’

A CIA analysis released 
Monday estimates the Soviets 
spent twice as much for 
strategic nudear forces and 
twice as much for non-nuclear 
armaments.

Nothing like ‘dublyonka’ 
for keeping out the cold 

MOSCOW. Jan. 23 (R) — You can’t buy a sheepskin 
coat anywhere in western Siberia, the Communist Party duly 
“Pravda” complained Tuesday. 

Tbe sorry state of the Soviet sUeepalrin industry was re- 
ported by three "Pravda" journalists who travelled through 
the area, where January temperatures often fall below mams 
40 degrees Centigrade. 

Outdoor workers such as peasants, geologists and rafl- 
wayrnen badly needed sheepskin coals — or “dublyooki” — 
yet production was lagging and the old skill of the furrier had 
become "virtually extinct," “Pravda" said. 

Hie reporters, who noted that nothing could rival the 
traditional dublyonka for keeping out the Siberian cold, car- 
ried out their investigation after “Pravda" published a com- 
plaint on the sheepdkia shortage from a group of Sverdlovsk 
tire factory workers. 

JThe repent bkmed antiquated machinery, bad manage- 
ment and a lacLof raw materials. 

Siberian collective hums were now rearing fewer sheep 
or specializing in wool- producing animals. The newspaper also 
attacked the forbidden practice of shearing the wool off hides 
to fulfil tbe farm’s wool production targets. 

The Sverdlovsk workers who wrote to “Pravda" last month 
said Siberians were travelling far and wide in their search for 
sheepskin coats as weU as other articles of winter clothing. 

Tlie shortage of sheepskin coats — a prized status symbol 
for Russians — has led to inflated black market prices.

U.S. sturts to shake itself dry 


NEW YORK, Jan. 23 (AP) 
— Rain- swollen rivers were 
receding Tuesday as Ameri- 
ca’s northeast struggled to deal 
with flooding spawned by a 
heavy weekend downpour. Fa- 
milies in three states were 
forced to abandon their hom- 
es and air, auto and! rail tra- 
ffic were tangled in tbe storm. 

At least 18 persons were 
killed in weather-related acci- 
dents, and ihe rain transform- 
ed some highways into rivers 
in the populous Northeast 
Corridor from Virginia throu- 
gh Massachusetts. 

The region had braced for 
a taste of the heavy snow 
which battered the Midwest 
last week, but warm ocean -ir

rain as temperatures climbed 
Sunday into the 40s and 50s- 

Two hundred people left 
their homes in the Boston su- 
burb of Chelsea Sunday after 
more than six centimeters of 
steady rain, but officials said 
tins morning they should be 
able to return by Tuesday. 
Subways shut down between 
Cambridge Mass., and Bos- 
ton as water seeped into loo- 
neb.

tion from the United States.

Frank Church, toe Idaho 
Democrat who is the new chair- 
man of the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, called for 
adoption of a resolution that 
would put the United Steles 
rn record as expecting China 
to refrain from any armed ac- 
tion against Taiwan. 

“Any attempt to use force 
in reuniting Taiwan with the 
mainland, or to pressure Tai- 
wan by threats or coercion, 
wdl undoubtedly trigger retalia- 
tion by the Congress." Church 
said. 

He said American ‘ support 
for che Carter administration’s 
decision to normalize relations 
with China will- depend on 
how China deals with Taiwan. 

The expectation of a peace- 
ful settlement “is the glue that 
bolds the new policy together. 
Peking must be under no illu- 
sions.*' Church said. 


Earlier, Senators Edward 
Kennedy and Alan Cranston, 
who, Hke Church, are among 
the Senates top Liberal Demo- 
crats, announced their spon-

Nationalist Chinese Premier 
Sun Yun-suan said Tuesday in 
Taipei the U.S. normalization 
of relations with Peking "is a 
mistake of historic propor- 
tions."

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GENUINE UNITY 

The meeting of the Palestine National Council has once 
'more underlined the great difficulty of achieving genuine 
Palestinian unity. The problems facing the Palestinians vary 
from one session to the other but there are always enough of 
them every time to keep divided. 

This time, the council session had before it a draft working 
paper on unity of action which was hammered out by a joint 
committee using three original drafts submitted by Fhteh, the 
Popular Front for the Liberation of Palestine and (he Demo* 
era tic Front The final draft reflected a minimum of agree- 
ment among the various Palestinian groups and was not ex- 
pected to raise any serious objections. It upheld the principle 
of armed struggle against Israel, rejected the Camp David ag- 
reements and called for closer cooperation and coordination 
with the Jordanian government. Advocates of fresh contacts 
with Jordan pointed out the need to keep the Jordanian gov- 
ernment away from the Egyptian -Israeli talks but the PFLP 
stiU expressed reservations, although the whole issue was not 
that important. 

In the end, trouble focused not on the draft working paper, 
whose name was more ambitious than its actual content, but on 
the executive committee of the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion, the all-powerful executive of the resistance movement. 
Fateh, which holds three seats and is supported by the inde- 
pendent members, controls the committee but jt approached the 
latest council session determined to increase its direct repre- 
sentation from three to five seats to enjoy direct, rather than 
surrogate, control. Its {dans were upset by other groups which 
wanted to increase their representation from one seat to two 
and even three, and by groups not on the executive which were 
clamoring for representation. In the past, the radical Pales- 
tinians did not care much for the executive committee and the 
Popular Front joined and quit the committee regularly. But 
as more Palestinians became convinced of the need for joint 
action, the henceforth dissident or dissenting groups decided 
that they must improve their representation at the committee. 

As usual, the independent members paid the price. So far, 
Mr. Abdul M oh sen Abu Maizar, the committee spokesman anH 
one of the . Palestinian leaders sent into exile by the military 
government in the West Bank, has lost his seat. As usual too, 
a Palestinian problem that cannot be solved is put on ice. So 
apart from the squeezing of ffae independent members, the 
distribution of seats at the executive committee will not change 
significantly. Fateh will not relinquish effective control and 
the other groups will not cooperate fully on Fateh’s terras. 

In practical terms, this means that the sought-after Pales- 
tinian unity will have to wait for another session. This does 
not sound good but it is better than an open Palestinian rift 
which draws into the melee the Arab countries supporting the 
various groups. It is perhaps such inter-Arab alliances and 
affiliations that have kept the Palestinians from adopting a 
more unified stand toward the challenges facing them as a 
people. This is not an excuse for the Palestinians but a fact 
of Arab life.

sent fj^mpler problems for 
the exiled religious leader 
who plane to return to Iran on 
Friday and set up an Islamic 
republic without the Shah. 

Ayatollah Khomeini holds 
the hearts of millions of Ira- 
nians sol the towns and cities 
rebelling against the monar- 
chy. 

But bis path to power could 
produce pfafaih following the 
tumult which cast up dozens 
of different leaders and poli- 
tical groups, all playing signi- 
ficant sales in the anti-Shah 
re«*itioni 

From fas temporary home 
near Paris, the 78- year-old 
leader stands as a venerated 
figurehead of the opposition 
movement which forced the 
Shah to take an overseas holi- 
day. 

The diffused opposition 
found its strength and unity 
under <ite Khomeini banner 
in bloody street demonstra- 
tions. But the gaunt, bearded 
Ayatullah wifi need to show a 
talent for reconciliation if fas 
return is to bring about an 
orderly transition to an IsJa-r 
uric republic. 

Thousands rejoiced in the 
streets last Tuesday when the 
Shah flew off to Egypt, but 
not a few Iranians sflentiy 
wept at fame. 

The momentum may now 
be overwhelmingly with Kho- 
meini, bat some sections of 
the people probably still sup- 
port the Shah's return to fas 
throne as a constitutional mo- 
narch* 

H the Shah and his Fahlavi 
dynasty were to be overthrown 
for good, and an Islamic re- 
public took their place, a 
monarchist r um p would pro- 
bably remain m Iran. 

The Shah installed a nine- 
member regency council to 
stand in far him as head of 
state while he was away. 

These respected rider states- 
men, together with the govern- 


moat of Shahpour B akhtiar , 
represent the voice of modera- 
tion in a situation where emo- 
tion and passionate hatred 
are the most powerful factors. 
(On Monday, however, regen- 
cy council duui xnap Jalal Teh- 
ran — after meeting with 
Khomeini — resigned). 

Through rapid reforms, cor- 
recting “the evils of the past" 
and trying to unblock a para- 
lyzed economy and adminis- 
tration, they hope to achieve 
a solution fa which the Shah 
can as a figurehead 

monarch with no real power. 

Tito government has been 
condemned as illegal by Kho- 
meini and rejected in the 

street*. 

Yet many moderate Ira- 
nians, die United States and 
most other foreign countries 
back it as the only hope of a 
moderate solutions 
Bakhtiar, 63- yeax-old for- 
mer deputy of the National 
Front opposition party, has 
warned that if Khomeini for- 
ces hkn from office, a mili- 
tary coup and widespread 
bloodshed will follow. 

The armed forces are a 
major factor in the crisis. 
Intensely loyal to the Shah, 
(hey are hacking Bakhtiar ’& 
effort because the Shah ap- 
pointed him — even though 
the new premier was anathe- 
ma to most army generals 
ofay a few weeks ago. 

Opponents of the Shah 
claim a considerable number 
of troops would back Kho- 
meini if the crunch came. 
There have been confirmed 
reports of desertions and mu- 
tiny — especially among cons- 
cripts — in the past few mon- 
ths. 

Yet senior officers and the 
vast bulk of the army are 
believed to be solidly behind 
the Shaft. 

Some proved their loyalty 
last week in the southern 
toms of Abvaz and Dezfnl. 
where at least 37 people died 
in “Javid Shah” (long live the 
Slab) rampages by soldiers. 
One palace aide told news- 


men: ” . If anyone tampers 
with the constitution, he win 
get 430.000 wild ponies (sol- 
diers! on their backsides. It 
could be the biggest interna- 
tional disaster since World 
War Two” 

Some of the religious te- 
deis inside Iran, led by Ayatul- 
lah Seyyed Kazem Shariat* 
Marfan in Qom. would have 
been prepared a few months 
ago to accept a moderate solu- 
tion — maintenance of a 
powerless monarch coupled 
with a greater legislative voice 
for the clergy. 

But now they too appear to 
have been swept along by the 
momentum of Khomeini's 

revolution. 

With a few exceptions, op- 
position politicians are ex- 
pected to offer quiet support 
for the Islamic republic until 
there are free elections to a 
new parliament, promised by 
Khomeini. 

Among those expected to 
play a role in tbe machinery 
of setting up the republic is 
Dr. Mefadi Bazargan. 73-year- 
old former bead of tbe state 
oil company when anti -Shah 
Premier Mohammad Mossa- 
deq was in power in tbe early 

1950s. 

Others who may have a 
part in tbe future power struc- 
ture include Karim Sanjabi 
and Darkish Forouhar. leaders 
of the National Front party 
which supports tbe nationalist 
ideals of the late Mossadeq. 

Then there are tbe student 
radicals, university lecturers, 
human rights activists, dissi- 
dent lawyers and others whose 
actions, statements and cam- 
paigns helped build up the 
anti-Shah fervor that forced 
the monarch to leave. 

Among tbe students, there 
are already signs of frictions 
between largely religious 
groups and tbe left-wing acti- 
vists. 

Of the dozens of other par- 
ties and pressure groups that 
have sprung into the open in 
tbe past six months, few are 
likely to play an active imme- 
diate role. (R) 


EMS turns a slow green

BRUSSELS — 

A complicated, high-level 
controversy over European 
•Common Market farm policy 
has delayed the start of the 
European Monetary System, 
wfhicfc has announced with 
great fanfare only las* mon- 
th. 

With agreement from eight 
of the nine Common Market 
members, the monetary system 
was scheduled to go into ef- 
fect Jan. 2, but it is feared 
now that the system may not 
get started until April. 

The monetary system w as 
designed to Knk — and there- 
.by stabiize — toe currencies 
of ah the Common Market na- 
trons except Britain. The dis- 
pute, over farm price supports, 
involves tfae systems two spon- 
sors, West Germany and Fran- 
ce. 

For both countries, tfae con- 
troversy has major domestic 
political implications. 

For . tfae Common Market, 
tbe dispute has raised serious 
questions about the possibility 
of a nationalistic trend in 
Parts just as President Valery 
Giscard d’Esteuig takes over 
for six months as chairman of 
tfae Market’s policymaking 
Council of Europe. 

While tfae dispute is not 
directly related to tfae monetary 
system, pressure has been build- 
ing for at least a year for the 
Common Market to reform its 


farm subsidy system. 

British Foreign Secretary Dr. 
David Owen has warned that, 
even though Britain wiH not 
join the EMS. it would not 
agree to any solution to the 
farm, subsidies problem unless 
it was part of a fuH reform 
of tbe v*ole EEC farm policy. 

Farm subsidies account for 
three quarters of tbe Com- 
mon Market budget. About S12 
faflUon a year is paid out to 
maintain farm income levels in 
the nine member countries. 

Although the program was 
conceived with the fag French 
agricutound sector in mind — 
France produces more than a 
third of tfae Common Market 
areals food — it has evolved 
into a system from wfaicfa 
German farmers receive tfae 
greatest benefits. 

The shift came about be- 
cax&e of tfae growing efficiency 
of the German farm economy 
and tfae tefiing effects of a 
change in the program — also 
to help the French — adopted 
a decade ago. 

Tfae change provided for 
payments called Monetary 
Compensatory Amounts to pro- 
tect farmers against fluctuations 
in ifae value of their currencies. 
But recently tfae effect has been 
to provide a blgjtaer subsidy for 
the Germans — and others 
whose currencies have increas- 
ed in value, such as the Bel- 
gians and Dutch — and a tax 
on tfae weaker members such 


as tbe Italians and French. 

It has also driven food pri- 
ces up — to levels sometimes 
double those in the United Sta- 
tes — and led to accumulation 
of huge surpluses of dairy 
products and wine. which 
are subsidized despite chronic 
over-production. 

When k adopted the com- 
pensatory payments, the Com- 
mon Market adopted artificial 
exchange rales that have not 
been changed to reflect the true 
value of tfae currencies. 

Tfae so-called Green Deuts- 
che mark is now undervalued, 
while tfae so-caBed Green 
•French franc is overvalued. 

Under Common Market ru- 
les, farmers are guaranteed 
agreed prices. They can seH in 
the open market or to dealers 
wfao pay tfae guaranteed prices. 
Those who seU for export 
are also guaranteed minimum 
prices. When a German expor- 
ter setts at the true rate of ex- 
change for tfae mark, and his 
subsidy is figured in lower 
Green marks, he gets a band- 
some subsidy in die form of a 
compensatory payment. A 
French exporter suffers the op- 
posite effect. 

By next year, when special 
transition benefits expire for tfae 
three newest Common Market 
members — Britain, Ireland 
and Denmark — Britain will 
suffer the most damaging ef- 
fects of compensatory pay- 
ments. — (LAT)

lri If one visits this establishment on a non-weekend evening, 
" h chances are that the cuisine and service will be first rate. We 
did so when the restaurant first opened and found everything 
exceptional. 

^ On a recent weekend, however, flaws in an otherwise 
* superb hostelry were evident. Due to a shortage of waiters, 
r ax- the service was spotty. For similiar reasons in the kitchen, 
ffs perhaps, the rolls were stale and the mixed salad — usually 
served stylishly from a trolley — was hastily slid onto nur 
.„ table already prepared. Furthermore, the salad’s lettuce, to- 
~ matoes and peppers were soggy, giving the impression of hav- 
'■* mg spent the afternoon in a hoi kitchen. 

Most irritating, though, was the huge jump in the price of 
— steak and seafood since our earlier visit six weeks ago. The 
s U.S. sirloin steak, rose from SR 21 to SR 39 while the “Flsher- 
man's Catch" jumped from SR 17 to SR 27. 

Nevertheless, each member of our group managed to order 
something which gave cause for optimism. The soups — 
cream of chicken and minestrone — ordered a la carte, were 
both delicious and delicately seasoned — the mark of a master 
chef. 

For a main (fish our friends ordered the “Fisherman's 
; Catch:" fried prawns and h armour (a tender, white Gulf fish) 
served in a basket with choice of potatoes. 'Die fish was fresh 
and succulent, though one might have wished for a wider 
variety of seafood. 

The U.S. sirloin steak, though -pricey, at SR 39; is by far 
the best and most generous piece of beef available at any 
restaurant in this area. It was broiled to order. Its juices 
. intact and smothered in lightly breaded, Cried onions. 

! - Our other guest ordered Roast Duckling with Old English 
. ; stuffing at SR 34. The duckling was prepared well, devoid 
. ; ;-of the grease inherent in that meat, but unfortunately tasted a 
_ trifle tough. Falcon’s Head Chef. I<eo Saunders, later explain- 
;ed why: 

"The chief problem in ordering meats here,” he said, “is 
• that you can rarely get them fresh. They must be shipped in 
from abroad and ordering frozen is the only guarantee we 
have that tbey mil keep. Frozen duck that has been in transit 
-to o long is sometimes tough.” 

-• Saunders explained that he did not have this problem at 
bis last pos* as chef at the Bahrain Ramada Inn: 

"In Bahrain I could personally have any produce I desired 
. lown in from the continent. Here there are problems with 
'he customs (procedure)." 

It is. so slow, he says, (hat by the time officials get around 


to inspecting the specially ordered produce, it has sometimes 
goDe bad. 

“Consequently," he said, “in order to ensure toe minimum 
quality of our food, We must order it frozen through distribu- 
tors.” 

He alsu said that toe menu hike in U.S. steak was caused 
by toe middleman raising his prices: 

“As it was,” Saunders stated, “we sold this steak at a 
loss for weeks before raising our price.” 

With the vegetables he orders from Lebanon through 
wholesale suppliers. He says he has had more luck: 

“If your lettuce was soggy — and this rarely happens here 

— it might have been because the vegetable shipment was late. 
You can’t freeze lettuce and we certainly can't afford to build a 
private greenhouse." 

Saunders cited distributors' increases as toe reason for the 
rise in f-isHi as well: 

“We buy fresh fish from toe wharf at Qatif," he said. “If 
they raise their prices, so must we, or take a loss. When the 
price goes down, as we expect it will, I assure you we will 
lower pur menu price as well." 

Higher market prices are also the reason for toe increase 
in the buffet luncheon — from SR 35 to SR 40. This very 
popular and hearty smorgasbord — all you can eat — is served 
daily from 12:00 noon till 2:30 p.m. 

- The head chef added that he tries to devise toe daily spe- 
cials to take advantage of his freshest produce: 

“If there's any way I can lay my hands on fresh imported 
meats or produce, yon will see It worked Into a special dish," 
he promised. “We always try to do the best with what’s avail- 
able” 

Certainly the Falcon Restaurant is one of this area's most 
elegant dining rooms. The decor is Gulf Maritime with over- 
sized cpraT, cdlorful conches and fishing 'nets festooning toe 
watts. Happily, toe management has resisted toe pernicious — 
add locally popular — temptation of close table arrangement. 
The result is a spacious floor plan with plushly cushioned 
tables or bcotos arranged in intimate circular formations. 

As mentioned earlier, .when the restaurant's full staff com- 
plement is on hand, toe service is first class and highly profes- 
sional. 

Assistant manager Norbert Uhtig singles out the king- 
dom's labor shortage as his chief headache: 

“Like many businesses in the area we are constantly frus- 
trated by labor difficulties," he said. “For instance, we hire a 
man from abroad, pay his airfare, train him and then he 
jumps toe company for the first higher salary offer. We can 
only pay so much for salaries before we’re in toe red.” 

The desserts and coffee — both Oriental and European 

— are a strong feature of the Ramada menu. The Dutch apple 
pie and fresh fruit salad are Tecommendfed. 

All considered, the Falcon Restaurant is eertainiy an ele- 
gant eating experience. 







Dhahran Outing Group is spon- 
soring a Pakistan Folklore Fes- 
tival. Tapes of tribal music, 
textiles (both embroidery and 
weaving), rare tribal costumes 
and jewellry axe among toe 950 
kilograms of artifacts brought 
over for the festival from toe 
Pakistan Institute of Folk Heri- 
tage in Islamabad. 

“Most people here are un- 
aware of the heritage of Pakis- 
tan,” said Karen Irwin, presi- 
dent- of toe Dhahran Outing 
Group.’ “I am trying to in- 
troduce people to this northern 
area of Pakistan, which has 
tremendous tourist potential.’' 

Cost of the festival is being 
shared by the Dhahran Outing 
Group and Pakistan Interna- 
tional Airways (PIA). “Without 
the help of PIA,” said Mrs. 
•Irwin, “to couldn't possibly 
have done it." 

The festival opened Tuesday 
at ibe Axarnco theater and au- 
ditorium areas of Dhahran, and 
will continue through Thurs- 
day. Activities include a slide 
presentation and narration by 
two guest speakers from the 
Institute, with a large folklore 
display at the Aramco audi- 
torium next to the snack bar. 

The Pakistan Institute of 
Folk Heritage, established in 
1974, aims at collecting, pre- 
serving and disseminating Pak- 
istani folklore. Everything from 
tribal music to jokes, riddles, 
proverbs and children's games 
is collected, representing, is toe 
Institute’s words, “hope for a 
country- like Pakistan to build 
up a culture of its own...io con- 
centrate on toe popular and 
traditional foundations of cul- 
ture.” 

The Dhahran festival concen- 
trates on the North-West Fron- 
tier area of Pakistan — land of 
the Silk Route. For centuries, 
this avenue provided the West 
with access to Easton ideas and 
silk in return for wool, gold 
and silver. At its zenith about 
1.800 years ago. it was the long- 
est road in the world, spanning 


13,000 kilometers from Cadiz. 

Spain to Shanghai. 

It was also one of the most 
dangerous highways . in toe 
world. Limb-freezing cold, fry- 
ing heat, brackish water, hun- 
ger and thirst were only some 
of the obstacles that deterred 
all but toe hardiest voyagers. A 
traveller went armed to the 
teeth, with an eye on the hills 
where bandits lurked looking 
for treasure-laden caravans. 

These Western travellers wan- 
ted silk which, in that era of 
history, was worth its weight in 
gold. For 3,000 years, until 
Roman agents succeeded 1 in 
smuggling out silkworms, no 
one but toe Chinese knew how 
to produce silk. Down through 
the centuries, camel caravans 
brought the silk from China to 
Damascus, and from there to 
all the outposts of the old 
Roman Empire. 

It is easy to understand the 
medieval awe with silk: ihat a 
strange worm with an appetite 
for mulberry leaves could grow 
to 70 limes its original size, and 
then spin a cocoon of silk 
i breads — each strand was 
stronger than a thread of steel. 

The most famous of the 
Silk Road travellers was the 
young Venetian Marco Polo- 
The record of fads travels, a 
medieval best- seller, inspired 
Columbus to set ofl across 
the Atlantic to find- a shorter 
route to the riches of Cathay. 
Manx) Polo dictated an ac- 
count of bus travels to Messer 
RusticbeUo, a ceB-cnate in 
Genoa where Polo was nett 
as a prisoner of war. Rusti- 
cbcilo polished up Polo's ver- 
sion. The book records the 
sjpeotade of the Mongol em- 
pire of ftubiah Khan at Ms 
height 

Polo’s account is fidl of 
cGiorfui curiosities: the gallant 
tubers of Volcan who looked 
after (heir newborn babies for 
the first 40 days because “a 
wife has had her share of 
trouble in carrying the infant 
in her womb for nine 
months." Polo writes too of 
the strange oil in Baku which 
“is not good to eat, but . is 
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Reminders of bandit 
good for burning and as a 
salve for men and camels af- 
flicted with itch.” He is am- 
uzed by everything he sees, 
from asbestos to paper cur- 
rency; from the efficient im- 
perial Post >o coal, which be 
describes as “stones that burn 
like logs.” Polo presents a 
touching picture of Kublah 
Khan, whom he met in Pek- 
ing. Though ruling with all 
the magnificence of a Ming 
Emperor, ibe homesick Khan 
bad seeds of steppe grass sown 
in the courtyard of the Impe- 
rial Palace to remind him of 
ins Tartar homeland. Even od 
his deathbed. Polo — whom 
most of bis countrymen 
thought a liar or tetter of tail 
tales — was urged to repudiate 
his travelogue-diary. Stubborn- 
ly he insisted, “1 never told 
toe half of what 1 saw."

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A partheid in practice 


Judged by ancestry 
rather than merit

“...Whereas you are not a 
member of the white group and 
therefore a disqualified per- 
son in respect to (this) area, 
your occupation oif the land 
is illegal.” 

— citation issue in South Africa 

PRETORIA, South Africa 
Muhisamy Packexy is an In- 
dian businessman who, unable 
to find a house for his larse 
family in the prescribed Indian 
housing area, has defied South 
Africa's Group Areas Act to 
rent a house in Pretoria’s ex- 
clusive Hatfield district. 

His white neighbors have 
complained and police are in- 
vestigating. Packery’s passport 
to travel abroad has been 
withdrawn. 

At a press- conference he 
called U> express his determi- 
nation to stay in Ws six-bed- 
room house (with swimming 
pool and tennis court.) in the 
white area, Packery, who has 
six children, declared: 

“Our society can no longer 
afford to judge a man solely 
by the color of ins skin. Our 
society is by now sophisticated 
enough U> be able ■ to judge a 
man on bis merit, and not the 
accident of bis birth.” 

The Packery case is the latest 
— and perhaps the sternest— - 
challenge to one of the foun- 
dation laws of South Africa's 
discriminatory race policy- — 
apartheid. Under apartheid, a 
system to assure that the mino- 
rity white population remains 
dominant, all races live apart, 
and “develop" separately. 

The Group Areas Act en- 
sures that whites, blacks, 
Asians (mostly from India) 
and mixed-race coloreds go 
their separate ways after wor- 
king hours. 

The segregation of the races 
into their separate bedroom 
communities is a feature of 
every development plan in 
South Africa. From tfie air, 
the demarcation of racial boun- 
daries is evident In any city, 
town or village. The noawhife 
districts have streets that do 
not curve and small, four- 
square houses of monochroma- 
tic grey or brown. 

So ingrained is the structu- 
ral way of life that even the 
co mplaining whites around the 
Packery house do not com- 
plain about the manners or the 
life-style of the Indians. They 
complain only that the Pac- 
kerys are “different" and are 
breaking the law by being 
where they are. 

Clearly, Packery is qualified 
financially to live in the Hat- 
field district. Although he suf- 
fered business failure in the 
past he now manages a suc- 
cessful automobile dealership. 
He has signed a 10-year lease 
on his bouse in Hatfield, with 
a beginning rent of $575 a 
month. 

in asking for an exemption 
from the racial zoning laws, 


Packery also cites his need to 
be near a hospital — one that 

accepts Indian patients — for he 
suffered a severe heart attack 
three months ago. There are 
two such hospitals in down- 
towu Pretoria, not far from 
Hatfield. 

Packery’s determination to 
fight eviction is supported by 
Indian political groups. Abu 
Baker Ibrahim, of the South 
African Indian Council, said: 
“Mr. Packery did not mo\t in 
to create a test case against 
racial discrimination, but that 
is what it has become. Allow- 
ing the Packery family to live 
m a white area will give subs- 
tance to government claims it 
is moving away from racial 
uiscrimination." 

The reference is to a gov- 
ernment plan to extend a limi- 
ted degree of political power- 
sharing to Asians and coloreds 
in an effort t 0 have them close 
ranks with whites against the 
threat of majority Mack rule. 

Whatever the political future 
may be, the regulations of the 
Group Areas Act are being 
implemented zealously by the 
government ministry assigned 
to keep the races separated. Its 
department of community de- 
velopment is forever uprooting 
people in an effort to keep se- 
gregated living areas from be- 
coming racially contaminated. 

The immensity of the effort, 
and its expense to the taxpay- 
ers. have been outlined in a re- 
port by the women's organiza- 
tion Black Sash, which vigo- 
rously opposes apartheid. 

To keep residential suburbs 
“pure” and to allow such com- 
munities to expand, the gov- 
ernment during the past decade 
has forced the resettlement of 
three-quarters of a million 
people, according to the Black 
Sash report. It is estimated that 
another million Indians and 

coloreds will be moved as 

soon as the government can 

budget the funds to acquire 
suitable (low-cost) land and 

constructed sufficient housing 
for them. 

In the process some whites 
must move as well. 


The Group Areas Act does 
not apply to blades, who, at 
least in theory, axe not allow- 
ed to live permanently any- 
where outside their tribal 
homelands. Those who work in 
and around white cities are 
only transient under the grand 
design of apartheid, and they 
reside only in such “tempora- 
ry” cities as Soweto, the sub- 
urb of a mi M k in blacks out- 
side Johannesburg.

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Town, where the government 
seeks to keep colored people 
as the primary work force but 
has found it necessary to allow 
in some transient blacks.

It was cleared of its 
mostly Muslim families, des- 
cendants of Malayans recruit- 
ed as *a borers for Cape Town, 
and was redesignated as a white 
area. But neither whites nor 
industrial concerns have cho- 
sen to locate in district 6 and 
it is almost a ghost area. 



The resolute "administration 
spares no expense to tidy up 
where groups illegally inter- 
mingle. Black Sash investiga- 
tors turned up a case where 14 
Indian families in Komatipoort; 
near the Mozambique border, 
were moved 700 meters to be 
inside a designated Indian 
township. 












In another cleanup, 1,000 ■ 
black and colored families ! 
were moved out of Riemvas- i 
maak, near the border with 
Namibia (South-West Africa). 
For unexplained reasons, some 
families were dispersed several 
hundred miles north and' some 
to a distant point in the south. 






Finding suitable relocation 
areas for nonwhites is compli- 
cated by the fact that whites, 
who make up 16.7 per 
cent of the total population of 
South Africa, have been allo- 
cated about 87 per cent of the 
country's land. 
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Businessman Packery’s assert- 
ed inability to remain in Pre- 
toria’s Indian suburb of Lau- 
dium, where he lived for 16 
years, reflects the shortage of 
inexpensive land in urban areas 
for nonwhkes.

Soviet Armenia said suffering 
from severed Iran gas supply 


MOSCOW, Jan. 23 (AP) — 
A pipeline bringing natural 
gas from Iran to the 
Soviet Union has been shut 
off as the result of the tur- 
moil, in Iran, and at least 
one Soviet region is suffering 
severe hardship as a result 
"Koxnmxmist,” a local 
newspaper reaching Moscow 
this week from Soviet Arme- 
nia, which borders on Iran, 
said the pipeline has been shut 
off since last autumn and that 
emergency measures are being 
taken to find sources of heat- 
ing fneb 

The 690-mile pipeline, com- 
pleted at „ the beginning of the 


decade has pumped about one 
bQHon cubic feet of natural 
gas a day into the Soviet 
Caucasus region for the past 
five years. 

“Kommunist" dated Jan. 
13, said, “It is no secret to 
anybody that at the end of 
last October the pressure in 
the Iran -USSR pipeline was 
sharply reduced, and that 
soon after that the supply of 
natural gas from that source 
was cut off altogether." 

In a clear reference to the 
conflict in Tran, it said, 
“everybody knows the cir- 
cumstance causing this." 

At the end of October and 


beginning of November, the 
Iranian oil Adds were put 
out of action by strikes. The 
flow of natural gas to the 
Soviet Union apparently 
neve5f» resumed. 

“Nobody knows how Jong 
this situation will continue," 
the newspaper said, but it went 
on to describe long-term mea- 
sures being taken to moke up 
for the halt. 

The article indicated that 
Iranian natural gas is virtually 
the only source of heating fuel 
for Armenia, as well as supply- 
ing the neighboring Caucasus 
republics of Azerbaijan and 
Georgia.

Snow, new walkouts add to misery 


Worst day yet in British strikes 


LONDON, ian. 23 <R) - 
Bhzzard-swept Britain struggled 
through the grimmest day ol' 
its strike crisis with no end in 
sight, to weeks of industrial 
unrest Tuesday. 

Arctic weather, a national 
rail strike and numerous wild- 


cat stoppages added to the 
mounting misery inflicted by 
the truck drivers’ dispute. 

Pay negotiations to end a three- 
week strike by truckers broke 
down after nine hours of dis- 
cussions late Monday night. 
Both sides predicted a pro-

iooged battle ahead. 

Thousands of the 1.5 million 
(low-paid workers who staged a 
one-day protest strike Monday 
stayed away from the*r jobs. 
Ambulance services were in 
disarray in several parts of rite 
country, hundreds of - schools 
were closed and in some areas 
treacherously icy highways 
were left ungritted. 

Senior cabinet ministers met 
to review again whether to de- 
clare a state of emergency and 
calf in troops to move essential 
supplies. 

As the 10 Downing Street 
meeting opened, there was the 
announcement tibat unemploy- 
ment had roared by 90,968 
during the past month to 
1.455,275 — 6.1 per cent of 
the work force. 

Many Britons found it im- 
possible to get to their jobs. 
Freezing rain followed by hea- 
vy snow carpeted southern Eng- 
land. crippling road transport. 

For the third time this 
month train drivers campaign- 
ing for a 10 per cent “respon- 
sibility bonus” were on a one- 
day strike and London’s un- 
derground rail services were 
disrupted by the weather. 

Heathrow Airport was dos- 
ed mosL of the day by snow 
and Manchester Airport shut 
because one key worker, a 
watchkeeper in the Eire control 
office, went on holiday. Unions 
who are on a go-slow insisted 
the stoppage was not planned. 

Limited ambulance services 
were operating in several coun- 
ties and in London drivers de- 
bated whether to call an in- 
definite strike.
